The dismemberment of the Union, by 


the mtioduction of war into the heart of 


those slates which are now confederate, 
with standing armies, a dictatorship, and 
a heavy taxation, mght eventually com- 
pidmise the fate of the republican insti- 
tutions But we ought. not to confound 
the future prospects of the republic with 
those of the Urion The Union 15 an ac- 
cident, which will last only so long as cir- 
cumstances are, favorable to its existence , 
but a iepublican foim of government 


seemsto me to be the natural state of 


Ameucans; which nothing but the con- 
tinued action of hostile causes, always 
acting 1n the same direction, could change 
into à monachy The Union ests pun- 
eipally inthe law which formed it, one 
revolution, one change in public opinion, 
might destroy ıt for ever , but the 1epub- 
lic has a much deeper foundation to rest 
upon 

What 15 understood by 1epublican go- 
veinment in the United States, 13 the slow 
and quet action of society upon itscif 
Itis a regula: state of things really foun- 
ded upon the enlightened will of the peo- 
ple {tisa concihatory government under 
Which resolutions are allowed time to 
wien, aud m which they are deliberately 
discussed, and exceuted with mature judg- 
ment The iepublicans in the United 
States set a high value upon morality, 1e- 
spectiehgious belief, and achnowledge 
the existence of rights They profess to 
think that a people ought to be moral, 1e- 
ligious, and temperate, In proportion as it 
is free What 18 called the republic in 
the United States, ts the tranquil rule of 
the majority, which, after having had time 
to examine itself, and to give pioof of its 
existence, is the common source ofall the 
powers of the state But the power of 
the majority 1s not of itself unlimited 
In the moral world humanity, justice, and 
yeason, enjoy an undisputed supremacy , 
in the political woild vested rights aie 
treated with no less deference ‘The ma- 
jority recognizes these two barriers, and 
if it now and then oveistep them, it 15 be- 
cause, like individuals, it has passions, 
and like them, 1t 1s prone to do what is 
wrong, While it discerns what is ught 

But the demagogues of Ewope have 


difficult*foi a party to succeed in founding 
a monarchy in the United States, than for 
a set of men to proclaun that France 
should henceforward beaiepublic Roy- 
alty would not find a system of legislation 
prepared forat beforehand, and a mon. 
&ichy would then exist, really sunioun- 
ded by republican institubons The mo. 
paighial principle would likewise have 
great difficulty in. penetrating into the 
manners of the Ameticans 

Tn the hied States, the sovereignty of 
the people is not an 1s0lated doctrine bear- 
ng,no relation to the prevailing manneis 
and ideas of the people it may, on the 
contrai y, be regarded as a last link of a 
chain af opinions which binds the whole 
Anglo Ameucan world That Providence 
has given to every human being the de- 
giee of 1eason necessary to dnect himself 
in the afans which mterest him exvclus- 
ively, such is the grand maxim upon 
whieh eivil and politcal society 1ests in 
the United States The father of a fam- 
uy apples it to his childien, the master 
to his sevvants, the township to tts ofi. 
cers, the province to ils townstups, the 
state to the provinees, the Union to the 
states, and when extended to the nation, 
it becomes the doctrine of the sovereignty 
of the people 

Thus, in the United States, the funda 
menial piineiple of the republic is the 
same which goveins the greater pait of 
human actions, republican notions insin- 
uate themsel es. into all the ideas, opin- 
1ons, and habits of the Americans, while 
they are formally recognized by the legis- 
lation and before this legislation can be 
altered, the whole community must un- 
dergo very serious changes Inthe Un: 
ted States, even the religion of most of 
the citizens is republican, since it submits 
the tiuths of the other world to private 
judgment asin polities the caie of its 
temporal interests 1s abandoned to the 
good sense of the people Thus every 
man is allowed freely to take that 10ad 
which he thinks will lead him to heaven, 
just asthe law permits oveiy citizen to 
have the right of choosng his govern 
ment 

lis evident that nothing but a long 
series of events, all having the same ten- 
dency, can substitute for this combination 
of laws, opinions, and manneis, a mass of 
opposite opinions, manneis aud laws, 

If :epublican principles aie to perish 
in America, they can only yicld after a 
laborious social process, often interiupted, 
and as often resumed, they will have 
many apparent 1evi. als, and will not be- 
come totally extinct until an estnely new 
people shall have succeeded to that which 
nowexsts Now, it must be admitted

It may, how ever, be forescen, even now, 
that when the Ameiicans lose then 1e- 
publican institutions, they wall speedily 
anive ata despotic government, without 
a long interval of limited mona.chy 
Montesquieu remarked, that nothing 1s 
moie absolute than the authonty of a 
pince who immediately succeeds a re- 
publie, since the poweis which had fear- 
lessly been entrusted to an elected magis 
trate aie then transferied to an heieditaiy 
sovereign  Thisis(iue in genmal, but it 
is more pecuhaily applicable to a demo- 
ciaticiepublic In the United States, the 
magistiates are not elected. by a partucu- 
lar class of citizens, but by the majority 
of the nation, they are the immediate 
representatives of. the pass ons of the mul- 
titude, and as they aie wholly dependent 
upon its pleasuic, they excite nether ha- 
tied noi fear. hence, es I have already 
show n, very little cme has been taken to 
lumit then influence, and they are left in 
possession of a vast deal of arbitiary 
power This state of things has engen- 
dered habits which would outlhe itself, 
the American magistiate would 1etam his 
power, but he wonld cease to be responsi- 
ble fo: the exercise of it, and it is1mpos- 
sible to say what bounds could then be set 
to tyranny 

Some of our European politicians ex 
pect te see an aristociacy arise m Amer? 
ca, and they already piedicf the exact 
penod at whieh it will be able to assume 
the 1ems of government I have pie- 
viously observed, and I repeat my asser- 
uon, that the present tendency of Ameri- 
can society appears to me to become 
more and more democratic Neverthe- 
less, I do not assert that the Ameicans 
will not, at some futme time, restrict the 
eircle of political uights in then country, 
o1 confiscate thosc rights to the advantage 
of a single individual, but T cannot 1m- 
acie that they will eve: bestow the exv- 
clusive exercise of them upon a pityiles- 
ed class of citizens, or, in othe: words, 
that they will eve: found an anstocacy 

An aristocratie body 1s composed of a 
certain numbei of citizens, who, without 
being very fai removed from the mass of 
the people, are, nevertheless, permanently 
stationed above it a body which it 1s 
easy to touch, and difficult tostuke , with 
which the people aie in daily contact, but 
with which they can nevei combine
